WASHINGTON, Feb. I. — The 
supreme court today upheld the 
right of states to try under state 
laws federal prohibition agents who 
kill citizens 
The decision was rendered in a 
test case brought by the State of 
Maryland,

WEIRTON STEEL 
TO ERECT MILLS 


Pittsburgh Company is 
Awarded Contract for 
Sheet Mills. 


C. H. Hunt, chief engineer of the 
Weirton 
Steel 
company, announced 
that contracts for the construction of 
eight new sheet mills, a major item in 
the $15,000,000 expansion program of 
the company, had been awarded to 
the 
McClintlc-Marshall company, of 
Pittsburgh. 
The new mills will be constructed 
adjoining the nine sheet mills .already 
being operated by the company. 
Pro­ 
vision will be made in the building of 
.the new mills for the erection of addi­ 
tional sheet mills if they are needed 
in the future, it was said. 
It was announced that contracts for 
car dumpers and ore bins would be 
let within a short time. 
A contract 
for the new blast furnace was let two 
weeks ago to Pollock and company, of 
Youngstown. The erection of the pro­ 
posed new tube mill will be the larg­ 
est item in the improvement program, 
it was said, the contracts for the work 
not yet being awarded. 
The new sheet mills will fill the 
gap between the open hearth, built 
two years ago, and the strip mill. The 
new 
sheet mills will 
mean almost 
doubled sheet production. 
With the 
completion of the $15,0(70,000 expan­ 
sion program the Weirton Steel com­ 
pany will be the largest independent 
steel works in the country, it is de­ 
clared. All new work will be finished 
by 1927, according to present plans. 
With the open hearth, the sheet 
mills, bar and strip mills, and other 
buildings of the group, the Weirton 
Steel plant will stretch along the 
banks of the Ohio river at Weirton a 
distance of two mills. 
At present Weirton has a population 
estimated at 15,000. 
Chief Engineer 
Hunt said that the construction of the 
new

was destroyed.

Thanks to the experience and excellent judgment ot the Ii 
chieftain and the efforts of the East Liverpool department, which 
was ably assisted by Chester and Wellsville firemen, who willingly 
responded to an appeal for assistance when it was feared the fire 
would spread to adjoining buildings, the flames were confined to 
the brick structure and the roof of a nearby frame dwelling. 
Notwithstanding the headway obtained by the fire, which, 
apparently had been smouldering several hours before it was dis­ 
covered, the firemen, fighting against great odds, held it in check. 
And this was done despite the danger of explosions, due to gaso­ 
line and oil in the tanks of many automobiles which were de­ 


stroyed. 
And, too, these brave men, who do not think of their own 
safety when the lives of fellow citizens and the latter’s property 
are menaced, were endangered by a falling floor and crumbling 
walls as they battled to extinguish the blaze.

Family and Public Health 


The superintendent of the department of communicable dis­ 
cases of the board of health in a southern city declares that people 
are getting healthier right along because women are seeing the 
value of health. 
Even in this enlightened land there was a time when sickness 
was regarded more or less as a visitation from heaven and not to 
be controlled any more than the weather is controlled. This is so 
no longer. Women are at the root of this improvement. 
“Why are women more careful than they used to be?” he 
asks, and proceeds to answed his own question. 
“Why, because 
they work, and they know that sick people can’t work well. 
Of 
course men work,too, but they are used to it from generations 
past. Women work with the feeling that they are competing with 
men and that they must be iii the pink of health to be successful 
rivals. Then, when these women marry and have children, they 
are used to laying emphasis on health. 
So they keep the whole 
family healthy.” 
And not their own family alone, either. 
He says that for 
every complaint from a man about unsanitary conditions any­ 
where in the community, public health officials receive a dozen 
complaints from women. 
They seek health for themselves and 
their loved ones and they demand it from the whole community. 


Fordization In Russia 


Russia is said to have a new word, and one of the last words 
that anybody would expect to find there. It is the verb “Fordize,” 
used to describe Henry Ford’s method of industrial production. It 
is being applied proudly to the government's agricultural machin­ 
ery factory at Pskov, which as a result of imitating the Ford 
system is turning out 130 plows a day—quite a feat for Soviet in­ 
dustry. 
The Soviet leaders want to extend it to all the other 
government industries. 
If Henry Ford can inspire industrial efficiency in Russia, and 
especially in communized industries, he has won one of the 
eupreme triumphs of his life. 
It is a deserved compliment, too, that the great flivver-maker 
should have his name given to intensive standardization and quan­ 
tity production, since he has been the leading exponent of this 
doctrine. 
In America, it has brought high wages to industrial 
workers and a vast production of goods of all kinds, for distribu­ 
tion among all classes, with national wealth rolling up at an unex­ 
ampled rate. It might do much for Russia. 


Timber Saved 


There are ways to conserve lumber besides the planting and 
care of trees, urged by forestry men. The American Wood Pre­ 
servers’ association reports that one-eleventh of the timber cut in 
America is being “preservative^ treated.” 
That makes it last 
about tw’ice as long when used for railroad ties, fence posts, tele­ 
graph posts, etc. It may amount to saving 300,000,000 cubic feet 
of lumber a year. 
There is a huge saving no& in logging and saw-mill methods, 
and a more economical use of lumber by builders. 
Cement products are reducing the use of timber. 
The first thing we know', in- spite of all our building, we may 
find timber production equal again to timber consumption, and be 
able to hold the balance.

Confederate Navy Records Found. 
W ASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 
I. — 
Those widows of C onfederate naval 
officers or enlisted m en who have for 
years been trying to prov< service so 
(hat (hey might receive state pensions 
will no doubt be glad to learn th at 
they now have another chance. 
Ju st 
recently two c h e s ts of official records 
of the C onfederate navy cam e to light 
at the Navy D epartm ent. 
These rec­ 
ords 
were 
presum ably captured at 
Richmond 
in 
1865 and brought to 
W ashington. 
They have been stored 
in the attic of the state, w ar and navy 
building and later when 
the 
navy 
moved into its own building they were 
taken there. 
The office of finial records Is arch ­ 
iving all the old m anuscripts in its 
possession po that they may be avail­ 
able for historical 
purposes, and it 
was during the process of this work 
th at these old chests w ere brought 
down and inspected. 
They Will now 
be duly filed and available for ready 
reference. 
Although these records for the m ost 
part are of a financial nature, such 
as authorizations for the purchase of 
supplies and m aterials for the Confed­ 
erate navy, orders for travel, pay rolls 
of the various ships and stations, con­ 
siderable additional 
inform ation has 
been found in them regarding the per­ 
sonnel. 
The Navy 
D epartm ent be­ 
lieves that these records will, there­ 
fore, be a great aid to them in reply­ 
ing to the many inquiries they receive 
regarding navy service of those men 
who were connected with the Confed­ 
eral eforces. 
For years the departm ent has been 
obliged to reply to many questions 
regarding 
Confederate navy .service 
that such inform ation was not availa­ 
ble and th a t 
no 
doubt the records 
w ere among 
those 
burned in Rich­ 
mond. 
These 
newly 
found papers 
show many nam es which should be 
added to the register of C onfederate 
naval officers which was compiled by 
the Navy D epartm ent about 26 years 
ago. In addition to the nam es of offi­ 
cers there are lists of enlisted men 
and those who worked in shipyards 
and other industrial plants. 
Had the departm ent had any indi­ 
cation th at 
these 
chests contained 
such inform ation about the personnel 
of the C onfederate navy no doubt It 
would have made an exam ination of 
them long before this. 
However, It 
was taken for granted th at the rec­ 
ords were principally financial and of 
no particular naval Interest. 
They, 
therefore, w ere stored aw aiting their 
turn to be exam ined and filed. 
List of Ships Enlarged. 
In these chests w ere found authori­ 
zations for the purchase of building 
m aterials to be used in the construc­ 
tion of ships. 
From these papers, as 
well as from the lists showing sup­ 
plies purchased in outfitting tile ships, 
the list of known ships of the Con­ 
federate navy Is being enlarged. 
In 
some «asc-s the se papers also throw 
new light on the movem ents and ac­ 
tivities of C onfederate ships. 
There are many copies, and some 
originals of orders to ofticers signed 
by the secretary of the Confederate 
navy. S. R. Mallory. There is one da­ 
ted Nbv. l l , 1861. at Cooaaahatchle, 
South Carolina, signed by "R E. Lee. 
General Commtlr." ordering Ca] tain 
Frank Buehancon to proceed to Sa­ 
vannah. Georgia, and confer with Flag 
Officer T attnall "as to the most ex­ 
peditious 
and 
practicable mode of 
blocking up the channel leading to­ 
w ards Savannah, and w hether any de­ 
fenses can be throw n up to I revent 
the passage of 
the enemy through 
those channels.” 
The financial rec. rw* show r.g the 
prices paid for supplies are interest­ 
ing in that they show the trem endous 
jump taken between the beginning of 
the war and the enc. 
circ list c t sup­ 
plies shows that in 18ti: bread cost 
five cents a loaf, but one dated July, 
1864, indicates th a t it had .lumped to 
$1 a loaf. 
In 1861 beef might he pur­ 
chased for IO cents a pound, but by 
July I, 1864. it cost |3 a pound. Cab 
bag® was a luxury casting r !> < ent» « 
head. while 
meal was $7 a bushel, 
cora $46 a barrel, and wheat $15 a 


bushel in 1864. 
Salt cost 40 cents a 
pound in the sam e year, soap $2 a 
pound, and flour $160 a sack. 
On one 
of these receipted bills is listed apple 
brandy a t $60 a gallon. 
It is in terest­ 
ing in these days of prohibition to 
note 
th at 
such a trem endous price 
was paid out of governm ent funds for 
intoxicating liquor! 
Judging from one officer’s bill of 
expenses 
incurred 
while 
traveling 
from H enderson to Oxford the tran ­ 
sient rate for board at th at tim e was 
equal to that a t som e of the highest 
grade hotels of the present day. 
One 
item on this w as "board one day at 
H enderson. 
$30.” 
Sim ilar 
expense 
lists showed approxim ately the 
sam e 
am ount was paid for a day’s board in 
oth er cities. 
High Prices for Clothing. 
The prices cf clothing and blankets 
showed trem endous increases also. In 
1861 blankets w ere listed at $1.83 and 
by 1864 they had advanced in price 
to $0.98. 
Shoes in 1861 could be pur­ 
chased for $1.70 a pair, while in 1864 
"cotton shoes” were listed at $6 a 
pair, and “English shoes,” $35. A later

ment station tests in this and other 
states prove conclusively that most or 
this seed Is very inferior In crop pro­ 
ducing value, much of It being abso­ 
lutely worthless. It is grown in much 
milder climates and is not sufficiently 
hardy to withstand our winters. Con­ 
siderable clover and alfalfa seed are 
also produced In the southern part of 
tho United States, most of which is 
no better adapted to our needs than 
imported seed.

Family and Public Health 


The superintendent of the department of communicable dis­ 
cases of the board of health in a southern city deciares that people 
are getting healthier right along because women are seeing the 
value of health. 
Even in this enlightened land there was a tim e when sickness 
was regarded more or less as a visitation from heaven and not to 
be controlled any more than the weather is controlled. This is so 
no longer. Women are at the root of this improvement. 
“Why are women more careful than t h e y used to be?’ he 
asks, and proceeds to answed his own question. 
“Why, because 


t h e y work, and they know that sick people can’t work well. 
Of 
course men work,too, but they are used t o i t from generations 
past. Women work with the feeling that they are competing in ith 
men and that they must be iii the pink of health to be successful 
rivals. 
Then, when these women marry and have children, they 
are used to laying emphasis on health. 
So they keep the whole 
fam ily healthy.” 
And not their own fam ily alone, either. 
He says that for 
every complaint from a man about unsanitary conditions any­ 
where in the community, public health officials receive a dozen 
complaints from women. 
They seek health for them selves and 
their loved ones and they demand it from the whole community. 


Confederate Navy Records Found. 
W ASHINGTON, D. O., Feb 
I. — 
Those widows of Confederate naval 
officers or enlisted men who have for 
years been trying to provr service so 
that they might receive state pensions 
will no doubt be glad to learn that 
they now have another chance.

recently two chest* of official records 
of the Confederate navy came to light 
at the Navy Department. 
These rec­ 
ords 
were 
presumably captured at 
Richmond 
in 
1865 and brought to 
Washington. 
They have been stored 
In the attic of the state, war and navy 
building and later when 
the 
navy 
moved into Its own building they were 
taken there. 
The office of d a ta ! records Is arch­ 
k in g all the old manuscripts in its 
possess ion po that they may be avail­ 
able for historical 
purposes, and it 
was during the process of this work

Fordization In Russia 


Russia is said to have a new word, and one of the last words 
that anybody would expect to find there, It is the verb “Fordize,” 
used to describe Henry Ford’s method of industrial production. 
It 
is being applied proudly to the government’s agricultural machin­ 
ery factory at Pskov, which as a result of im itating the Ford 
system is turning out 130 plows a day— quite a feat for Soviet in­ 
dustry. 
The Soviet leaders want to extend it to all the other 
governm ent industries. 
If Henry Ford can inspire industrial efficiency in Russia, and 
especially in communized industries, he has won one of the 
supreme triumphs of his life. 
It is a deserved compliment, too, that the great flivver-maker 
should have his name given to intensive standardization and quan­ 
tity production, since he has been the leading exponent of this 
doctrine. 
In America, it has brought high wages to industrial 
workers and a vast production of goods of all kinds, for distribu­ 
tion among all classes, with national wealth rolling up at an unex­ 
ampled rate. 
It might do much for Russia. 


Timber Saved 


There are ways to conserve lumber besides the planting and 
care of trees, urged by forestry men. 
The American Wood Pre­ 
servers’ association reports that one-eleventh of the timber cut in 
America is being “preserestively treated.” 
That makes it last 
fibout twice as long when used for railroad ties, fence posts, tele­ 
graph posts, etc. 
It may amount to saving 300,000,000 cubic feet 
of lumber a year. 
There is a huge saving nofc in logging and saw-mill methods, 
and a more economical use of lumber by builders. 
Cement products are reducing the use of timber. 
The first thing we know, in spite of all our building, we may 
find timber production equal again to timber consumption, and be 
able to hold the balance.
